Dr. Kellogg Addresses Phil- 
^ osophical Society On 
Beauty 

DEFINITION OFFERED 

Refreshments And Discus- 
sion Follow Reading Of 
Introductory Paper 

^B|l'nuinK the discussions on 
Aesthetics, Professor C. E. Kellogg in- 
troduced the subject "The Nature of 
Beauty," to the Philosophical Society 
last night in Strathcona Hall. Art Is 
purely symbolic, embodying a means of 
communication declared the speaker. 
It can only be treated as a social in- 
stitution, Its creation being found In 
human' bdiavior. 

That "art was created for the needs 
of social life such as commimlcation 
is to be found in the fact that animals 
exhibit no visible signs of appredation 
of beauty! Man. has developed his 
sense of appreciation^^ from 'works of 
art, which sense is carried over to na- 
ture accounting for his appreciation of 
beauty in the latter. Following the 
development of this sense came an In- 
creased intereist in domestic architec- 
ture. The familiar instance of «n in- 
dividual behig photographed In the 
midst of a scene of renowned beauty 
bears out the postulate that more of a 
keepsake than an aesthetic value Is 
attached to such an undertaking. 
Art Most Have MesBlng 
An Indication that the aesthetic at- 
titude may bo hereditary is found In 
the mutual interest of infants and 
grown-ups in such manliestattons of 
art as the quality of tones in music. 
There would apt »M J to.^ exist already a 
familiarity with|^»m!^^. susceptibllU^ 
to which could b'e^explained only In 
iieredity. Legitimate art must convey 
a real meaning, subject of course to 
moral criticism. The great master- 
pieces owe their fame to theh- embodl-

Physical Education 
Seen As Necessity 

Dr. Percival Regards Games 
As Excellent Character ' 
Builders 

GREEK SYS^ 



Teaching Of Hygiene And 
Formal Gymnaslics Of 
Great Value 



..Physical education is no new princi- 
ple, stated Dr. W. P. Percival, in an 
address to the Physical Education As- 
sociation last eventag ta the R. Vl C. 
Common Room. In dealing with the 
subject "Physical Education in the 
School," Dr. Percival declared that as 
far back as 400 B.C., Aristophanes rec- 
ommended the youth to spend their 
itine ta the giymnasium. 

However It 'iS' the opinion of the 
speaker; that physical education is now 
more'neoeseary • than at any other timc^ 
inhibe' history of man. Tills Is chiefly 
l>ecause at, the present time the popu- 
lation is largely Industrialized, and 
lead sedentary lives. 

Preventive and Corrective 

Physical education Is both preventive 
aind corrective. • A great deal of indi- 
vidual, as well as group instruction is 
necessary ta this subject. It is essen- 
tial that children be taught to breathe, 
to sit, to stand, and to walk, correctly. 

Dr. Percival declared that thé Greeks 
were the only people who.have given a 
satisfactory physical training. The 
Church— the institution controlling 
Education in the - Middle Ages— made 
no provision. for it. In fact it Is only 
at . the beginning of this century that 
physical education was introduced in- 
to, the Western schools, and ta many 
places the training is not yet adequate. 
Hygiene,, Drill and Games 

On this continent physical education 
is based on hygiene, drill and games. 
It is the duty of the teacher to give 
instruction ta hygie^^imd|^ls. partly 
his, or her, duty^fô'?see'*''^t proper 
ventilation and light arc obtained in 
the classroom: The. teacher should also 
make a health survey of her pupils, 
and co-operate fully should any medi- 
cal service be provided. 

Formal gymnastiçàj^Ira^haye^^ 
place ta physical education.'' '"To obtain 
the greatest advantage from them, en- 
thusiasm ta drill, precision in move- 
ment,'/ and ' variety of exercises, are 
nécçssary.

Charles laughlon And Emil Jannings 
On The Acting Of 

JT IS GENERALLY agreed that the critic's cwn 
peculiar vice of comparing the work of two 
artiste i^^w^me, métier is aa odious occupation 
and a'^^^^Î^^WM.t, ask the critic's critics, 
is the use ot comparison? Certainly it is an easy 
th liigk f^aLcrl ttc to do,— this showing off in pitb- 
lic,f^@||^^E^hg of his learning and sagacity.' 
Bufc'it can be a valuable thhig. I believe, if only 
in that it helps towards a truer and sounder ap- 
praisal of the merits of both artists. 

The medium of the film offers to the studeuL 
ot the theatre whose special interést is acthtg, 
perhaps the easiest, if not the most v Pi^^ 
opportunity for study and comparison. ' AwAy and 
above thé heads of the rabble, the momentarily 
pleasing personalities who busy themselves 'xrith 
programme pictures, to use thé parlance, stands a 
group ot aotpiB and actresses of distinction. Con- 
sider for a moment, the eminent English character 
actor. Charlês lAuthton, who Is scarcely contested 
to bejthe^best serèea player of the day. Certainly 




{^SnusSraSKWll for best performances of the year 
is taken, Mr. Laughton's studies of Henry Vin in 
the rec«nt"Tiw Private Life of Henry vni'! and 
of Nero in "The Sign of the Croiss", will top othèts. 
They are unusually memorable performances. 
Months afterwards, one remetiiUers little minute 
touches that betoken the loving cah: béetowcd by 
the artist on his craft 

According to critics of the talking picture who 
claim that it is a false art, missing the peculiar 
hypnosis of the silent picture and lacking the hu- 
man, ptdl.ot the stage, Mr. Laughton doesn't get 
much credit for' acting at all. The director, these 
critics say, is far more Important to the success 
of tho completed film than the actor's perform- 
ance, which consists ot a series of short' 'takes'; in 
none of which can the actor work hiniselt up to a 
definite impehfolriation nor, once he has (done n, 
continue very long before the disllluslonthg wofrd 
'cuti' falls on Ills ears. 

But the directors of the talking picture have 
almost unanimously considered Mr. Laughton a 
master of pantomine, so great a master of it, in- 
deed, that thCy have made all sorts of concessions 
in his dirèctlon. Good acting, these directors claim, 
can be as effective a mèahs )f conveying the mood 
ot a scene as good cutthig iw ^b nfeM^^ 
ingly they have held sh6t6''OT''^?©wS!!S'S'on 
the screen for a considerable length of time, quite 
in the manner of tho stage. This was especially 
noticeable in the actor's secchd Hollywood ven- 
ttm, ^,an almort exact ph^^ 
'hls'fanibus stoge poiftrayal in ''Pajiiicnt Deferred". 

Certahily this actor is a versatile one, to^sucb 
an extent that few people would recognize him In 
day clothes. The same, of course, is true ot such 
an obvious disguise artist as Boris Karloff, but in 
Laughton's case the sense of reality and conviction 
he brings to his part can lift even such turgid, 
meaningless thingé as the cun-ent "White Woman'' 
out of mediocrity. F ch of his other parts has 
been characterized by â different attitude: the 
browbeaten wage earner In "If I Had a MiUion"; 
the dissolute English sporting lord io "The Old 
Dairlc Hotise"; the insane submarine commander 
of "Thé Devil and The Deep"; and the ruthless, 
cynical scientist of "The Island of Lost Sbuls". 

I doubt if many liave pointed out the great, 
siniliarity between oiiàrles Laughton and the Teuf 
ton jsmiie Jannings, who went out when the 'tàlkles' 
cànie in. In physical shape. In manner of teéli- 
iilque, and in choice of role there has been miich 
to compare. Jannhigs^weciaU^, bock in the old 
UFA studios. In hlstori M l fpSwoiM ges such as "Peter

hi "DuBarry"; as well as heavy-handed tragic roles 
in "Variety" and "The Blue Anger', in HoUyr 
wood . they let him play nothing else: "The Wiy of 
all Fiesh", "The Street of Sin'{,^T%»|^^^^'^ 
mand", "The Betrayal". "Thé SlM^^ropP^pwV 
and "The Patriot". These were a rehash of all 
the powerful bits In his past successes. 

More langlDlo opportunity for coniparisoii of 
tliese two players onciirs when it h realized that 
Jannings likewise appeared as Henr^VIII in "Antic 
BoUyn ", and as Nero In "Quo Vadls?" These \yere 
theatrical hi the bad sense of the word, full of 
magnificent eye-rollings, gesturings. mouthings.' 
and gibberings. Nothhig subtle about them, they 
left merely, a seiisc. of^.remotc awe. Laughton's 
chief claîmlfô^ili^U^' is the humor he i ayw% 
hi his characters. His spoiled, petulant Nero and 
his boisterous and sentimental Henry were the es- 
sence of refined, subtle humour, that was com- 
pletly delightful. Jannings played comedy too, In 
"PaUst" where his IMcphisto 'lad a delicate sense of 
mischievous trickery and Inimitable . deviltry; in 
"Tartuffe", which is regarded as the apex of film 
acting, and in the latter part of "The Last Laugh". 

Jannings, however, had the advantage of work- 
ing Under the best directors, the. late F. W.. Mufi 
nau and the pre-HoUywood Lubitsch, Laughton 
haâ had the gai-léh de Mille to compete against, 
and a host of minor directors. His recent Hem?, 
however, received sensitive treatment from Alex- 
ander Korda who directed that lUscloiis bit of silent 
film, "The Private Life of Helen of Troy" some 
years ago. 

Which is the greater artist? That is a ques- 
tion that only the years will resolve. Mr. Laugliïon 
is presently at work on tiie London stage in a re- 
pertory of English and bonthiental classics. His 
immeiBeiy effective cockney voice will become even 
niore traùied than It Is, and he wlU return to the 
screen with the benefit of the legithriate's stet^dy- 
ing influence. Herr Jannings has pàsfiéd his bet- 
ter days: it is ^hàipâ as w'éll that his cuifréht 
German films are not shown on tliis <iontine1it. 
Biit that he Is still vital In chienia and dràmi has 
béen proved hi his last wirits, "Der Grosse ••'Teiiàr" 
&M "Témpèst'r And the principal role In deràrd

The leaves of the venus fly-tray re- 
semble a mass of steel traps. Each has 
two halves with 3 bristles on each part 
which are very sensitive. Their hairs 
Join in eveiy direction^ Closure, of , the 
trap Is effected by slightly contracting 
any two bristles. A very reaiistii^ rep- 
resentation ot the capture of flies was 
given by Prof. Lloyd and assisted by 
other McGill biologists. 

Concave sides characterize the nor- 
mal condition of a live traii. When 
something is caught, the walls spring 
out, indicating the pressure of water 
on the walls. But the trap possesses 
a mechanism to close and reset itself
